MARCH  14,  IS  OBJECTIVE 

OF  ACADEMY  GLEE  CLUB 


One  of  the  greatest  events  of  the  school 
year  will  take  place  when  the  Governor  Dum- 
mer  Glee  Club  journeys  to  Montclair,  New 
Jersey,  to  present  a  concert  in  the  Montclair 
Women's  Club  on  March  14,  at  8.15  p.  m. 

The  Montclair  trip,  similar  in  length  to  the 
New  York  trip  two  years  ago  when  the  Club 
entered  the  Preparatory  School  Contest,  is 
made  possible  this  year  because  of  two 
economies  which  have  been  arranged  to  benefit 
equally  the  members  of  the  Club.  First, 
unusually  low  rates  have  been  offered  by  the 
railroads;  second,  the  trip  has  been  scheduled 
at  the  beginning  of  the  spring  recess  when 
many  of  the  boys  would  be  travelling  to  New 
York  on  their  way  home.  The  school  will 
share  the  expenses  of  the  trip  equally  with  the 
Club  members. 

All  of  the  friends  of  the  school  from  the 
New  York  and  New  Jersey  area  have  been  in- 
vited to  the  concert.  Arrangements  in  Mont- 
clair have  been  made  by  mothers  of  recent 
graduates  and  of  boys  now  in  school.  Mrs.

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  evening  will  be 
the  dance  following  the  concert,  music  by 
Kenneth  Smith  and  his  orchestra.  Members 
of  the  Club  will  spend  the  night  as  guests 
of  Montclair  and  Glen  Ridge  parents.

CAMPAIGN  DINNER  WILL 

CLIMAX  PREPARATION  FOR 

DRIVE  DURING  VACATION 


A  dinner  to  be  held  Tuesday  evening, 
March  13,  in  the  Commons  Building  will  cli- 
max this  term's  advancement  of  the  building 
drive  which  was  initiated  by  the  students  in 
the  early  days  of  February.  It  is  planned 
that  the  dinner  will  be  a  simple  affair  and  will 
include  no  outside  visitors  except  the  three 
guest  speakers,  Dr.  Allan  Winter  Rowe,  Mr. 
James  Duncan  Phillips,  and  John  Young  of 
the  class  of  1932.  A  student  toastmaster, 
whose  name  will  be  announced  later,  will  pre- 
side over  the  dinner. 

Since  this  dinner  takes  place  on  the  last 
evening  before  the  spring  vacation,  it  will  be 
the  final  step  in  preparation  for  the  series  of 
interviews  which  the  boys  are  planning  to 
conduct  at  home,  and  several  last  minute 
announcements  will  be  made  concerning  this 
important  undertaking.  The  committee  in 
charge  of  the  campaign  dinner  is  Wentworth 
Smith,  Russell  Patton,  and  Herbert  Badger. 

During  the  past  month  great  activity  has 
been  shown  by  each  of  the  committees  in  ad- 
vancing the  various  phases  of  the  campaign. 
The  Student  Committee  has  completed  the 
task  of  interviewing  each  boy  in  the  school  to 
discuss  with  him  the  procedure  in  the  forth- 
coming talks  with  friends  and  acquaintances. 

The  Publicity  Committee  has  concentrated 
its  attention  on  the  special  issue  of  The  Archon 
which  is  to  be  distributed  to  the  boys  for  use 
in  the  interviews.  This  edition  is  devoted  en- 
tirely to  the  campaign  and  includes  articles  on 
the  historical  background  of  the  school,  its 
needs  at  the  present  time,  and  the  progress 
during  recent  years.  A  map  of  the  present 
campus,  showing  two  possible  sites  for  the 
new  building,  has  been  drawn  for  the  special 
issue  by  Mr.  Morey  Eames. 

Both  the  Location  and  the  Building  Com- 
mittees have  met  with  Mr.  Edwin  Dod^e,  the 
school  architect,  to  discuss  in  detail  the  plans 
for  the  building  and  the  possible  sites.  Mr. 
Dodge  has  served  the  school  over  a  period  of 
years  in  the  capacity  of  architect  and  is  thor- 
oughlv  acquainted  with  the  campus  and  the 
present  equipment. 

Definite  dates  for  the  various  steps  in  the 
campaign  have  been  planned  bv  the  Time 
Schedule  Committee,  while  a  filing  system 
sufficient  for  the  present  needs  has  been  set 
up  by  the  Committee  on  Records.

April  13,  where  they 
will  be  entertained  by  the  Governor  Dummer 
alumni.  The  boys  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  talk  with  Dean  Harry  L.  Agard.  This 
group  will  probably  include  Edward  Under- 
wood, George  Tryon,  Richard  Segler,  Perry 
Revnolds,  and  Walter  Comfort.

MR.  WALTER  BENTLEY.  FORMER 

MASTER,  SPEAKS  TO  SCHOOL 


Mr.  Walter  Bentley,  former  master  at 
Governor  Dummer  and  director  of  Camp 
Wyanoke,  was  the  guest  of  the  school  at  the 
regular  evening  meeting  on  Washington's 
birthday.  He  spoke  most  entertainingly  of 
the  life  at  the  Academv  during  the  period 
immediately  preceding  the  World  War.  Mr. 
Bentley  was  a  member  of  the  faculty  from 


1911  until  1917,  and  it  was  through  his  per- 
sonal efforts  that  Mason  Cottage,  the  present 
home  of  Mr.  Jacob  of  the  faculty,  was  built. 

In  recalling  those  early  days,  Mr.  Bentley 
blended  the  serious  and  humorous  aspects  of 
campus  life  to  produce  a  vivid  picture  of  the 
school  under  the  headmastership  of  Dr. 
Charles  Ingham.  "The  whole  heart  of  the 
school  revolved  around  the  Mansion  House," 
he  said,  "and  the  forty  odd  boys  who  attended 
the  school  carrv  a  cherished  memory  of  those 
days." 

Several  of  the  buildings  were  quite  different, 
and  Peirce  Hall,  the  Lang  Gymnasium,  and 
the  Noyes  Memorial  Library  were  not  in  exist- 
ence. Perkins  Hall  was  then  the  gymnasium, 
and  Peirce  Cottage  stood  on  the  site  of  the 
present  Peirce  Hall. 

In  speaking  of  the  historical  tradition  of 
the  Academy,  Mr.  Bentley  mentioned  the  fact 
that  at  one  time  every  member  of  the  Har- 
vard facultv  was  a  graduate  of  the  school 
and  for  a  time  the  Academv  sent  more  bovs 
to  Harvard  than  any  other  school  in  the 
country. 

Monthly  dances  and  occasional  minstrel 
shows  were  features  of  the  extra-curricula r 
life,  in  addition  to  athletics.  The  custom  of 
the  annual  football  dinner  was  originated  at 
this  time,  and  Mr.  Bentlev  told  of  a  memor- 
able occasion  when  Mr.  Reagan  of  the  present 
faculty  was  the  hero  of  the  evening. 

In  closing  his  remarks.  Mr.  Bentlev  scared 
that  he  was  delighted  with  the  new  buildm/? 
nroeram.  He  pointed  out  that  such  a  p-o^ram 
is  the  greatest  thing  the  boys  could  nossibb' 
undertake,  and  that  the  effort  devoted  to  the 
erection  of  a  new  building  is  the  most  lasting 
and  satisfying  memory  the  boys  will  have  in 
later  vears.

The 
equipment  for  the  demonstration  was  bor- 
rowed from  M.  I.  T.  through  the  courtesy  of 
Professor  George  Scatchard,  and  the  liquid 
air  was  obtained  from  the  General  Electric 
Company  in  Lynn. 


MR.  TAYLOR,  MR.  BLACKMER 

AMONG  VESPER  SPEAKERS 


Speaking  at  the  Vesper  service  on  February 
11,  Mr.  Charles  Taylor  of  the  faculty  of  the 
Episcopal  Theological  Seminary  of  Cambridge 
pointed  out  that  the  Lord  did  not  hesitate  to 
speak  in  terms  of  the  rewards  his  followers 
would  have.  Where  moral  laws  are  con- 
cerned, the  reward,  whether  good  or  bad,  is 
inevitable.  The  knowledge  that  one  is  doing 
his  best  is  the  greatest  reward  one  can  have. 

Mr.  Alan  Blackmer  of  the  English  depart- 
ment of  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  spoke  on 
February  18  on  "Curiosities  and  Interests." 
He  believes  that  we  should  be  alert  and 
aggressive  in  watching  the  people  about  us 
and  in  picking  up  their  viewpoints. 

The  principal  of  the  Melrose  High  School, 
Mr.  William  Dudley  Sprague,  spoke  on 
February  25.  Mr.  Sprague  was  the  head- 
master of  Governor  Dummer  Academy  in 
1904-05.  Life  is  like  a  game,  he  said;  we 
should  give  everything  we  have,  and  we  should 
obey  the  rules. 

The  Reverend  Arthur  Roebuck  of  the  Grace 
Church  in  Lawrence  spoke  at  the  March 
fourth  Vesper  service  on  the  subject  of  Jesus. 
The  real  Jesus  is  so  often  obscured  by  our 
hymns,  our  services,  and  our  forms  of  worship 
that  we  are  apt  to  forget  the  example  of  his 
life. 

Religion  cannot  survive  unless  it  grows  and 
takes  on  new  meaning  with  each  generation, 
declared  the  Reverend  Graham  Baldwin, 
school  minister  at  Phillips  Academy,  Andover, 
at  the  vesper  service  on  March  11.  Growth  is 
an  essential  in  religious  experience. 
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OUR  "BIG  DRIVE" 


We  cannot  expect  to  sit  by  while  one  per- 
son gives  the  necessary  sum  of  money  for  the 
construction  of  the  new  building.  Nor  can  we 
expect  the  six  boys  who  originated  the  plan 
to  carry  all  the  work  alone.  Each  one  of  us 
must  do  his  part  and  contribute  his  share  of 
time  and  energy  for  the  purpose  of  completing 
a  task  far  greater  than  any  other  yet  under- 
taken. We  ought  to  feel  within  us  the  desire 
of  seeing  a  worthwhile  task  well  done,  bearing 
in  mind  that  thought,  persistence,  and  action 
are  necessary. 

Like  a  powerful  army  that  has  trained  for 
weeks  and  weeks  and  then  moves  forward  to 
give  everything  it  has,  so  we  have  progressed 
through  a  period  of  preparation  and  are  now 
ready  for  our  "big  drive."  We  must  use  the 
dogged  persistence  of  a  fighting  army  if  we 
are  to  achieve  the  goal  for  which  we  have  set 
out. 

Perhaps  it  will  be  helpful  if  we  view  this 
project  from  the  competitive  standpoint.  We 
who  have  already  participated  in  the  construc- 
tion of  the  board  track  and  the  hockey  pond 
have  experienced  a  sense  of  genuine  satisfac- 
tion in  making  a  material  contribution  to  the 
school.  Now  we  are  confronted  with  the 
greatest  of  all  our  projects.  We  need  more 
spirit,  more  persistence,  more  action  than 
ever  before.    We  must  go  ahead!

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<rRiifus  King  -  ^Distinguished  ^Alumnus

Had  Samuel  Moody  been  alive  in  April 
1827,  he  might  have  had  the  immense  satis- 
faction of  reading  in  the  Nciv  York  Evening 
Post,  the  leading  paper  of  the  time,  a  news 
item  in  which  a  former  pupil  of  his  was  de- 
scribed as  "one  who  has  rarely  been  equaled 
for  talents  both  profound  and  brilliant  and 
who  in  his  meridian  was  numbered  among 
the  brightest  stars  in  the  galaxy  of  his  coun- 
try's glory."  * 

These  were  the  final 
words  of  an  announce- 
ment to  the  country  of 
the  death  of  Rufus 
King,  distinguished 
American  statesman. 
Although  the  writer  of 
that  eulogy  may  have 
been  carried  away  by 
the  brilliance  of  his 
own  rhetoric,  his  words 
should  not  obscure  for 
us  the  fact  that  Mr. 
King  was  one  of  the 
truly  great  builders  of 
our  republic.  An  in- 
fluential member  of 
the  Constitutional  Con- 
vention, three  times  a 
Senator,  twice  Minister 
to  England,  twice  can- 
didate for  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  finally  for 
President,  he  was  a 
prominent  leader  of 
that  Federal  Party 
which  galvanized  our 
thirteen  jealous  states 
into  a  "perpetual  un- 
ion",— a  man  of  whom 
old  Master  Moody 
might  justly  be  proud. 

His  attainments,  like 
those  of  so  many  of  the  famous  men  who  have 
graduated  from  this  School  in  its  first  years, 
may  be  traced  in  their  origin  to  the  teaching 
of  its  diligent  Master.  King's  father,  a  mer- 
chant of  Scarborough,  Maine,  sent  him  in 
1769  to  the  "Academy  in  Byfield"  at  the  age 
of  fourteen.  Here,  with  the  rest,  he  scanned 
his  Greek,  declaimed  his  Latin,  and  took  his 
baths  when  the  tide  was  in.  Those  of  us  who, 
in  these  days  of  varied  and  practical  educa-

tion,  are  inclined  to  scoff  at  the  value  of  the 
Classics  would  do  well  to  remember  that  if 
Rufus  King  was  to  become  one  of  the  great 
orators  of  his  time  and  a  lawyer  and  states- 
man whose  logic  was  amazing,  it  was  not  the 
result  of  a  fund  of  information  acquired  in 
school  but  of  a  facility  in  thought  and  speech 
which  only  the  strict  discipline  of  the  old 
classical  course  and  the  rigorous  training  of 
a  Master  Moody  could  have  given  him. 

After  young  Rufus  had  attained  the  re- 
quired proficiency  in  the  Classics,  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  Harvard  for 
some  more  of  them. 
His  studies  were  to  suf- 
fer interruption,  how- 
ever. Imagine,  if  you 
can,  trying  to  learn  de- 
clensions in  Cambridge 
in  1775-6  with  the 
muskets  of  Lexington 
and  Bunker  Hill  roar- 
ing outside  one's  win- 
dow! He  graduated  in 
1777,  and,  after  a  brief 
military  career  in 
Rhode  Island,  returned 
to  Newburyport  to 
study  law  under  the 
able  Theophilus  Par- 
sons. 

By   1783   our    inde- 
pendence   was     recog- 
nized,   and    King,     a 
promising   young   law- 
yer, was  elected  by  the 
citizens    of    Newbury- 
port to  the   Massachu- 
setts General  Court,  or 
legislature.     This  body 
chose    him    almost    at 
once    as    one    of    the 
State's    representatives 
in  the  Congress  of  the 
new  United  States. 
When  it  was  suggested  in    1786    that     the 
time  had  come  for  some  of  the  leading  men  to 
reform  this  feeble  government,  it  was    King 
who  introduced  the  bill  in     Congress     which 
created    the    Constitutional     Convention     at 
Philadelphia.     As  a  member  of  this  disting- 
uished body,  he  played    such    an    influential 
part  in  the  debates  that  it  has  been  said  few 
contributed  more  than  he  to  the    making    of 
our  Constitution.     In  the  following    year    he 
was   instrumental    in     turning     the     tide     in 
Massachusetts  in  favor  of  ratification. 
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Shortly  after  this  he  moved  to  New  York. 
Scarcely  had  he  arrived  before  he  was  elected 
to  the  Legislature  of  that  State,  and  no  soon- 
er was  in  that  body  than  chosen  to  be  one  of 
the  first  United  States  Senators, — a  tribute  to 
his  ability.  It  has  been  said  of  his  character 
at  this  time:  "It  is  a  rare  occurrence  to  see 
a  finer  assemblage  of  personal  and  intellectual 
qualities  cultivated  to  the  best  effect  than 
were  seen  in  this  gentleman."* 

Washington  himself  had  not  overlooked 
these  qualities,  for  in  his  second  term,  when 
he  was  looking  for  a  Secretary  of  State,  he 
wrote  to  Hamilton,  "If  Mr.  King  would  ac- 
cept, I  would  look  no  further."  He  declined, 
but  soon  was  appointed  Minister  to  England. 
This  task,  during  those  eight  years  from  1796- 
1803,  in  the  administrations  of  Washington, 
Adams,  and  finally  King's  political  opponent 
Jefferson,  when  diplomatic  relations  were  none 
too  smooth,  required  all  his  fund  of  tact  to 
handle.  It  was  he,  as  Minister,  who  post- 
poned the  War  of  1812  yet  vigorously  pro- 
tested the  impressment  of  our  seamen ;  he  who 
informed  Jefferson  of  the  opportunity  of  pur- 
chasing Louisiana;  and  he  who,  in  this  con- 
nection, first  suggested  the  principle  later  to 
be  the  Monroe  Doctrine.  When  he  left  the 
post  in  1803,  King  George  III  wrote  (as  Rufus 
might  with  scarcasm  have  written  George  in 
1776),  "I  might  say,  Mr.  King,  I  am  sorry 
for  your  departure."  In  1825,  near  the  end 
of  his  life,  he  was  to  go  to  London  again  to 
serve  John  Quincy  Adams  as  he  had  his  fath- 
er. 

After  his  return,  another  term  in  the  Sen- 
ate was  followed  by  his  candidacy  for  Presi- 
dent in  1816.  The  last  of  the  Federalists  ev- 
er to  run,  he  lost  by  a  large  margin  to  James 
Monroe.  Before  his  death  King  served  an- 
other term  in  the  Senate  and  distinguished 
himself  by  delivering  one  of  the  great  speeches 
in  its  annals  in  protest  against  the  admission 
of  Missouri  as  a  slave  State.  He  had  been  the 
first  to  denounce  slavery  in  Congress. 

Although  a  Federalist  and  a  conservative, 
we  have  seen  how  in  many  ways  he  was  in  ad- 
vance of  his  time.  He  was  a  great  statesman, 
but  was  something  more,  for  in  all  his  political 
career  his  honesty  and  fairness  were  above  re- 
proach. "Wealth  and  power,  money  and  of- 
fice have  become  the  ruling  passion  of  our 
people,"  he  wrote  in  1807.  That  he  never 
let  them  influence  him  may  be  the  reason  for 
his  failure  to  gain  even  higher  honors.  Yet  in 
whatever  he  did,  he  stood  out  above  the  rest, 
whether  in  "diving    foremost    off    Thurlay's 


bridge"  in  his  schooldays,  or  in  guiding  the 
course  of  legislation  in  the  Senate.  Certainly 
Governor  Dummer  may  well  be  proud  of  so 
illustrious  an  alumnus.

PHILLIPS  ACADEMY  RALLIES 

TO  THREATEN  GOVERNORS' 

LEAD  IN  FOURTH  QUARTER 


By  defeating  Deerfield  Academy  by  the 
score  of  42  to  31  at  Deerlieid  on  March  ninth, 
the  Governors  brought  to  a  close  an  extremely 
successful  basketball  season  with  a  record  of 
twelve  victories  and  one  defeat. 

In  spite  of  a  powerful  last  quarter  rally  by 
the  Phillips  Academy,  Andover,  quintet,  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  won  the  season's  seventh  vic- 
tory with  a  score  of  26  to  21. 

Although  the  Governors  were  performing  on 
a  strange  court  they  were  quick  to  find  the 
hoop  and  immediately  opened  up  a  lead  which 
overshadowed  the  Blue  and  White's  efforts. 
John  Prank  was  the  leader  of  the  Governors' 
first  onslaught,  and  time  after  time  came 
through  with  a  fast  cut  and  a  lay-up  shot 
with  Captain  Kellogg  virtually  hanging  on  his 
neck. 

With  the  beginning  of  the  second  quarter 
the  Andover  team  started  to  come  to  life.  A 
long  shot  and  an  easy  basket  from  a  fast  break 
netted  four  points,  but  the  visitors  launched 
a  rally  which  more  than  counteracted  that  of 
Andover.  Captain  Buddy  Kerr  split  the 
mesh  with  a  long  shot,  opening  an  attack 
which  did  not  end  until  the  cannon  brought 
the  half  to  a  finish.  Johnny  Frank  and  Buddy 
Kerr  contributed  three  and  two  baskets  re- 
spectively to  make  the  score  19  to  9. 

Right  forward  McLean  of  Andover  opened 
the  third  quarter  with  three  long  shots  in 
rapid  suctession.  Rusty  Brewer  came  through 
at  this  critical  moment  with  a  nice  pivot  and 
one-hand  flip  from  the  foul  line,  but  the  Kel- 
logg brothers  continued  to  contribute  baskets 
for  the  Phillipian  cause. 

The  game  was  causing  violent  palpitations 
on  both  sides  as  the  final  quarter  got  under 
way.  The  young  Kellogg  rang  up  two  more 
points  for  Andover  from  mid-floor,  and  re- 
turned a  moment  later  to  duplicate  the  feat. 
The  score  then  stood  22  to  21  in  favor  of  the 
Red  and  White  with  but  three  minutes  to  play- 
Johnny  Frank  took  a  pass  from  well  out  on 
the  floor,  pivoted,  and  let  go  a  high  looping 
shot  which  went  through  the  basket  without 
touching  the  rim.

GOVERNORS  DISPLAY  FIGHT 

TO  CONQUER  AGGRESSIVE 

FRESHMAN  COMBINATION 


Playing  the  ninth  game  of  the  season,  the 
Governor  Dummer  quintet  met  the  Harvard 
Freshmen  in  one  of  the  most  exciting  games 
ever  played  in  the  Lang  Gymnasium  on  Satur- 
day, February  17.  Both  teams  were  alert  and 
aggressive,  and  from  the  first  whistle  the 
game  proved  to  be  a  stunner.  The  Governors 
finally  managed  to  nose  out  the  visitors  by  the 
score  of  35  to  31. 

Johnny  Frank  led  the  scoring  on  a  quick 
dribble  and  a  beautiful  shot  from  directly 
under  the  basket.  Buddy  Kerr  followed  this 
up  with  a  spectacular  long  shot  from  the 
middle  of  the  floor,  and  the  Governors  ap- 
peared to  be  outplaying  their  opponents.  The 
combination  of  Frank  to  Kerr  worked  re- 
peatedly as  the  scoring  continued.

At  this  time  the  Harvard  boys 
staged  a  rally  which  placed  the  teams  on 
even  ground.  Moser,  Gray,  and  Mason  came 
into  the  limelight  for  the  Freshmen  and  the 
score  was  32  to  31  in  the  Governors  favor 
with  two  minutes  left  to  play.

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CAMBRIDGE  LATIN  SCHOOL 

MEETS  32  TO  28  DEFEAT  HERE 


The  Cambridge  Latin  team  came  to  the 
Lang  Gymnasium  on  February  fifth  to  meet 
the  Governors  in  a  rather  slow  game  which 
was  won  by  the  home  team,  32  to  28. 

At  the  start  of  the  first  period  Buddy  Kerr 
and  John  Frank  did  some  very  pretty  com- 
bination work  and  managed  to  place  the  Gov- 
ernors in  the  lead  with  three  baskets  apiece. 
With  Rusty  Brewer  capitalizing  on  the  foul 
shots,  the  Governors  were  ahead  at  the  half 
by  the  score  of  18  to  8.

TWICE  TO  ACADEMY  TEAM 


Two  victories  over  the  Phillips  Academy, 
Andover,  fencers,  and  a  creditable  showing 
against  the  fine  Harvard  Freshman  swords- 
men have  marked  the  first  three  meets  of  the 
Governor  Dummer  team. 

With  the  entire  outcome  of  the  meet  de- 
pendent on  his  ability,  Drew  King  won  his 
final  bout,  5-4,  and  clinched  a  victory  over 
Phillips  Academy  on  February  tenth.  This 
was  the  first  Governor  Dummer  victory  since 
the  organization  of  fencing  as  a  sport  at  the 
Academy.  Harmon  Hall  and  John  Hinchman, 
fencing  number  one  and  number  two,  each 
won  two  bouts  and  lost  one,  making  the  score 
4-4  with  only  one  bout  remaining.  King,  who 
had  lost  his  first  two  matches,  arose  to  the 
occasion  and  won  the  deciding  bout. 

Although  defeated  6  to  3  by  the  Harvard 
Freshmen,  the  Governors  made  a  creditable 
showing  at  Cambridge  on  February  24.  It 
was  the  first  time  that  Governor  Dummer 
has  scored  on  a  Harvard  fencing  team.  Har- 
mon Hall  and  John  Hinchman  accounted  for 
the  Governors'  points. 

The  return  match  with  Phillips  Academy  on 
February  28  was  the  first  home  fencing  meet 
to  be  held  at  the  Academy.  Hinchman  and 
King  each  took  two  bouts,  Hall  one,  and 
Wentvvorth  Smith  one,  to  account  for  a  6  to  3 
triumph  over  the  Andover  swordsmen.  Credit 
is  due  to  Mr.  Allen  for  the  team  which  he  has 
developed  in  the  past  three  years,  for  all  of 
the  members  were  inexperienced  when  he  or- 
ganized the  sport  in  1931. 

In  the  fourth  and  final  meet,  the  Governors 
won  easily  from  the  M.  I.  T.  Freshmen,  8-1, 
on  March  seventh.  This  victory  climaxed  a 
successful  season  in  which  the  Academy  fen- 
cers suffered  only  one  defeat. 


ACADEMY  TRACKMEN  BOW 

TO  BROWNE  AND  NICHOLS 


The  Browne  and  Nichols  School  track  team 
turned  back  the  Governors,  36J/>  to  2bl/>.  in 
the  opening  meet,  held  at  Cambridge  on 
February  24.  With  the  exception  of  the 
hurdles,  which  the  Governors  were  not  pre- 
pared to  run,  the  meet  was  extremely  close. 

Dick  Segler  was  the  Governors'  high  scorer 
with  ten  points  to  his  credit,  winning  first 
places  in  the  shot  put  and  the  40-yard  dash. 
Mike  Shaw  outclassed  the  Browne  and 
Nichols  boys  to  take  first  place  in  the  high 
jump,  and  scored  a  point  in  the  hurdles.   Mex 


Fernandez  went  ahead  in  the  last  lap  of  the 
1000-yard  run  to  win  handily,  and  Al  Harris, 
who  had  broken  the  wind  during  most  of  the 
race,  came  in  to  tie  for  third.  Basil  Ridgeway 
and  Bill  Earnshaw  took  second  and  third 
places  in  the  300,  and  Bill  Williamson  heaved 
the  shot  for  third  place. 

In  the  Harvard  Private  School  meet  on 
March  3,  the  Governors  took  ten  points  when 
Dick  Segler  placed  second  in  the  shot  and 
third  in  the  40-yard  dash  while  Mike  Shaw 
took  third  in  the  high  jump.
